Lastly, we may refer to the re- 
cent Papal Encyclical on the op- 
pression of- the Roman Catholic 
Church in Germany. The Pope, 
quite in accordance with the tra- 
ditional Catholie doctrine inherit- 
ed from the Stoica, declares that 
“the true public good ia finally de- 
termined by the nature of man. 
Every positive law must be exam- 
ined in the light of the command- 
ments of natural law.” 

It is plain that unless there are 
agreed principles of right and 
justice, which are prior to. and 
more authoritative than the laws 
and deerees of particular nations, 
there is no check whatever on the 
aggression of any nation which is 
strong’ enough to practise it. The 
world would be in a state of war, 
actual or probable, 
= = * * 

The same danger threatens the 
elementary rights of citizens in 
every community where natural 
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law is denied. Tho State may 


“commandeer at will all the pro- 


perty of the citizens. ‘It may re- 
quire them to risk or sacrifice 
their lives in a war,with which 
they have no concern. It may pro- 
hibit under savage penaltics any 
expression of private judgment. 

There is ne extremity of injus- 
tice and oppression to which’ a 
government may not proceed, if 
the. principle be admitted thnt the 
individual has no rights 
the State. 

Things .are now being done in 
several civilised countries — to 
which there ia no historical paral- 
lel since the Dark Ages, 


* x m« 

We cannot, it is true, admit the 
Roman Catholic doctrine that one 
Church is the sole interpreter of 
natural law, This is only to sub- 
stitute another positive tribunal 
for the State as the creator and 
arbiter of the law, of conscience. 
Such a theory emasculates human 
freedom as completely as servi- 
tude to the State. 

Nor can we admit that the law 
of Nature is absolutely immutable 
—another Catholic: doctrine, In 
several ways’ the human con- 
xcience makes demands upon us 
which it did not always make, and 
alters the scale of moral values. 
It is partly these changes, approy- 
ed by the enlightened conscience 
of intelligent persons, which causa 
the’-conflicts between reformers 
and traditionalists. 

" * + * 

Nevertheless, until we return to 
the conviction that there is such 
a thing as natural right and jus- 
tice, which no deerces of man can 
override, the world will remain 
“full of darkness and cruel habi- 
tations.” We are threatened with 
what Gladstone said of the Gov-

—“The negation of God erected 
into a system.”

Appropos my notes last week on 
Sporting Photography, ; 1 reader 
writes tor more dennite. information 
regarding the slowest shutter speed 
that will stop movement in a person 
walking, As I said last week the 
question of stopping motion is de- 
pendent on several factors, The 
more rapidly the subject is moving 
the shorter the exposure must be, 


The longer the focal length of thle 
lens, the larger the image, and the 
further it moves across tne film in a 
given time; and the nearer the 
camera to the object the large the 
image, ete, The angle at which an 
object is moving with respect to the 
lens is also an importance point tu 
consider, For example, when using 
a camera with ‘n 6” lens and photo- 
graphing a person walking 6 miles 
per hour 26 yards from the camera 
and at right angles to it, 1/60 second 
would be necessary to stop motion. 
If the subject, however, is moving to 
or from, at an angle of 46 deg. a 
speed of 1/40 second suffices and if

In other cases, a woman will 
show downright bad taste in the 
type of pertume she uses, She will 
choose one that is far too strong 
and that no discriminating wo- 
min would use, She may think 
that the odour will last longer 
than 2 fainter perfume, but this 
is erroneous, Some of the finest 
French perfumes that are as de-

Women seldom take into cone 
sideration their type and person- 
ality when choosing a perfume, 
and in this way they miss the 
ultinute purpose of perfume, For, 
after all, is not perfume supposed 
to express our personality? Are 
we not remembered by a linger- 
ing, characteristic fragrance? In 
romantic stories, at least, this is 
always true of the heroine's pe 
fumes. And in reality there is 
nothing that this blase old world 
likes better than romance, | | : 


Often v woman will have difti- 
culty in finding a perfume’ that 
is suitable. This is not strange, 
for there are no two people alike 
and think what a fabulous num- 
ber of different perfumes: there 
would have to be to suit all the 
women in the world! So to over- 
come this difficulty, a worthy yo- 
gue of taking two or more per-. 
fumes and blending them has 
been instituted, 


. Before tuking: up this post-gra- 
duate side of perfume, there are 
a few clementary rules that may 
seem obvious, but {hat all too few 
women follow. In the first place,

blending of two perfumes is suf- 
ficient to make a perfect, indivi- 
dual scent, but there is practical- 
ly no limit to the number that 
may be blended—so long as they

When choosing a perfume, or 
several which are to be blenaed, 
keep in mind your colouring and 
personality and also your natural 
preference in scents. It is all 
very well to gel a perfume that

I teach them to stand in front 
ef a mirror and talk to themselves 
ay if they were advising another 
person. 

Mirrors are valuable, They have 
other uses .than seving if one’s 
hair is parted correctly or if one's 
lipstick is on straight, The habit 
of self-examination by use of a 
mirror Is a valuable spiritual ex- 
ercise and has as much ‘psycholo- 
gical value as prayer. 

The best time to do it is early 
in the morning. It is surprising 
what a difference a morning  self- 
examination can make, 

Thon again I recommend the 
practice of taking a monthly char- 
acter inventory, If you really 
want to know yourself, {t is ex- 
tremely wine to list at tho  be- 
ginning. of each month, in two 
columns, first, your assets,’ and 
second, your ljabilitics, This must 
be done with honesty and frank- 
nega. -

He said he did this in order to 
bring into my facial and bodily 
expression certain qualities of 
character which he knew I had 
but which I was suppressing be- 
cause T was self-conscious about 
having my picture painted, 

That made me ponder over 
the fact that “we do not 
put our best foot forward as often 
as we should, Now, having your 
portrait done in oils is not pos- 
sible fur everyone, but the same 
effect can be secured if you go 
to a good photographer, 

Another method of securing an 
objective picture of yourself‘from 
a different angle is to indulge in 
a little self-analysts.

He was Mr. Thomas Chisholm 
Anstey, newly appointed Attorney- 
General, a rugged personality, re- 
markable for the austerity of his 
demeanour, and his determination 
to attack: abuses no matter in 
what quarter they were found, 
and regardless of the official sta- 
tus of the people who might be 
affected by his revelations. It 
may have been just these qualities 
which caused the Seeretary of 
State for the Colonies, Sir William 
Molesworth, to recommend in Oc- 
teber 18655 his nomination to Eng- 
land’s recently acquired — posses- 
sion off the coast of southern 
China, but his appointment was 


-partly due to his being one of the 


moat eminent jurists of the period, 


M* THOMAS  CITSHOLM 
ANSTEY waa born in Lon- 
don in the year 1816,-and was’ the 
second son of Mr, Thomas Anstey 
of Anstey-Barton, Van Dieman's 
Land (Tasmania). He was edu- 
cated at Wellington, Somerset- 
shire and af the University Col- 
lege, London, and after being call- 
ed to the Bar at the Middle Tem- 
ple at the ave of 23, he spent some 
yeurs in the practice of his. pro- 
fession, — Like, many other young 
Englishmen of that day, he be- 
eame interested in the Oxford 
Movement, and like his friend, 
John Henry Newman, he became 
a member of the Roman Cathole 
Church in 1845. Shortly after 
his conversion to Catholicism, he 
became Professor of Law and 
Jurisprudence at the College of 
St. Peter and St. Paul in Bath. 
His professorial activities earned 
for him an immense reputation, 


and he was invited to stand for

delighted with the scenery, as he 
undoubtedly was, but he was more 
concerned with the people with 
whom he was to come into contact. 
He soon began to.notice the weak- 
nesses and vices of Hong Kong’s

ardent spirit. It was not long 
before even the Governor himself 
came undér his sudden condemna- 
tion, and the feud between the two 
men became a historic one. 
HE Governor, Sir John Bow- 

| ring, was a savant, and like 
many learned men, was an ego- 
tist. He was of a type delighting 
in self-adulation, and if praise 
was not forthcoming from friend- 
ly quarters, was not at all averse 
to blowing his own horn when op- 
portunity occurred. One evening, 
a meeting of the local branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society was 
held in the Colony. Sir Jehn, as 
befitting the occupant of the-high- 
ext seat in the Government was 
the principal speaker, and = Mr. 
Anstey, and other officials were 
guests of honour. The Governor 
chose for the subject of ‘his ad- 
dress the translation of a Siam- 
ese poem, which he said was the 
work of an American lady resident 
in the Colony. , 

Searcely had he finished his 
speech when Mr. Anstey rose to 
his feet, and with his eyes blazing 
with indignation, charged — the 
astounded Governor with deliber- 
ate misrepresentation. 

“Sir John Bowring," declared 
Mr. Anstey, “has been using his 
official position to try to palm off 
a shameless imposition on the 
company present. He claims that 
an American Indy was the author 
of the translation: of 2 Siamese 
poem, which he has just read to 
us. But actually, the translator 
was the wife of Dr. Gutzlaff who 
is not present. I believe in giv- 
ing credit where credit is due, and 
why the Governor in his exalted 
position as the ruler of this Co- 
lony has been unwilling to ac- 
knowledge the truth, none but 
himself can know." 

One cun imagine the consterna- 
tion experienced by that. audience 
at such a bomb being thrown into 
a meeting of this kind. Sir John 
became irate and for nearly a 
qtarter of an hour the two men 
roundly abused each other. It 
was an occurrence that was talk- 
ed of for days, and as neither was 
willing to compromise, the incid- 
ent became the casus belli for un 
whole series of further disagrec- 
ments between the two. b 


EGARDLESS of the Govern- 
or’s attitude towards him, 
Mr, Anstey determined to continue 
his policy of. exposing shams, 
probably experiencing much secret 
satisfaction: at having, so neatly 
taken the wind out of*the sails of 
such ua doughty antugonist as Sir 
John ‘Bowring, the’ Governor. 
» So assiduous wére his efforts at 
exploring the weak points of the 
administration, that everyone was 
alarmed. Even. the Chineso came 
to hear about this indefatigable 
Attorney-General, and with char- 
acteristic Oriental wit, nicknamed 


him “Kwat-mei-lung” (Bob tailed- 


Dragon), from the fact that such 
u mythical ercaturo is always us- 
sociated with great storms,

for he was soon to cause one of 
the worst tempests that the Co- 
lonial teapot has ever experionced.

were ,notorious even in that day 
of easy-going official consciences, 

Mr. Caldwell was a man who 
combined the bland countenance 
and unctuous behaviour of a Tam- 
many Hall politician ,with the 
fierce and untamed heart of a 
tiger. But he was too firmly en- 
trenched in office to be removed 
except by an avalanche. And Mr, 
Anstey, was determined to provide 
the necessary momentum. Accord- 
ingly, he brought nineteen separ- 
ate charges ranging all the way 
from accusing Caldwell of being 
a friend and protector of pirates, 
and a notorious brothel baron, to 
that of getting his “cut” from the 
prostitution racket of the Colony. 
The complete list makes amazing 
reading, and the interested reader 
may find the details in Mr. Norton- 
Kyshe's “History of the Laws and 
Courts of Hong Kong.” 

Mr. Caldwell, the 
these charges was ” naturally 
alarmed, and with his brother of- 
ficial, Dr. W. T. Bridges, prevail- 
ed upon the Governor to lend his 
support in the quashing of the In- 
dictments, If Mr, Anstey had 
been more charitable to Sir John 
Bowring on the occasion of his 
specch before the Royal Asiatic 
Society, he might have had a bet- 
ter chance of proving the truth of 
his charges, which would have 
brought about Mr, Caldwell’s ‘dis- 
missal at once instead of several 
years later under the administra- 
tion of another Governor. At the 
time, however, the charges against 
Mr. Caldwell were not substantiat- 
ed in a public enquiry which was 
made, although there was a solid 
basis for a large majority of the 
nineteen counts, as was proven 
later at a second enquiry under 
other auspices. 


HE time, however, was not 
ripe for the cleansing of the 
-Augean stables of local corrup- 
tion, and the regime which was 
greatly alarmed lest the  short- 
comings of its members should be 
alred before the world, prevailed 
upon Sir John Bowring to have 
Mr. Anstey “sacked” from office. 
On’ August 7, 1858, the Executive 
Council met and voted for his dis- 
missal. The Governor, nothing 
loath, and still smarting from the 
remembrance of Mr. Anstey’s cri- 
ticism of his lecture, wrote a 
lengthy despatch to the Secretary 
of State, Sir Edward Bulwer-Lyt- 
ton which had the desired effect, 


and on March 17, 1859, Mr. Anstey |' 


was dismissed from office and or- 
dered to return Home. 

“Mr. Anstey realising that cor- 
ruption was too deeply embedded 
in-the coterie of Sir John’s subor- 
dinates for him to make much of 
an Impression on local abuses, as 
the Governor himself was deter- 
mined te “white wash” his admin- 
istration, therefore decided not to 
await the official confirmation. of 
Sir John’s mandato of dismissal, 
and left in January 1859.— two 
months before the Secretary of 
Stato’s decision reached tho Co- 
lIony. © —
